The Great Libery Statue.
Nearly every child in the
United States knows that in New
York harbor stands a large
statue called "Liberty Knlighten-
ing the World.”

But do you know that tho stat-
ue was made by a French Sculp-
tor named Frederic Auguste
Dartholdiand given to our
country by Irance and erected
on Bodloa’s 1sland in the har
bor in 18867
The immense bronze figure of
Liberty, that stands a few 1neh-
08 more than 111 feet, was de-
gigned for the one hundredth
puniversary of Ameriean inde-
pendence, which was celebrated
tn 1876. It took many years to
make this statue, and 1t was not
antil 1881 that 1t was brooght to
the United States, During the
next five years money wasraised
10 bm!id the foundation by the
people ¢f our country, aud the
foundation of the statue was
dedicated October 28, 1808, be-
ing the highest in the world and
veighing 450,000 pounds, From
the base of the foundation to the
torchare 408 steps. The right
arm, which s reised, is 42 feet
long; tha hand measures 16 feet,
while Liberty's index finger is §
feet in length; the nail on the
fingeris 15 by 10 mches, In the
vrm is o ladder thiat has 54 rungs
ou it,

The nose is more than 4 feet
long, the head more than 17 [eer,
The mouth 18 three feet wide:
each eyo measures 2 feat, and
the distance across the face from
gar 1o ear is, 10 feet.

The torchis almost 305 feot
abova the mean tide of the bay,
and twelve persons ean stand on
the platform at the foot of tne
torech. Inthe head is a similar
platform, where forty can com
fortably stand.

difficulties of holding down the
newly eonquered people and pre-
venting further dissensions
among the Central Powers uare
almost insuperable, Meanwhile
the Allies have repeatedly proved
their ability to stop Germany’s
eupreme efforts, and seem quite
able to hold their own until the
Americans are ready to come in
with overwhelming force. Ger-
many’s military power is rapidly
ebbing; her position on the West-
ern front is at best critical, and
any further failures in the en-
emy’s objectives are almost sure
to let loose a serious outburst of
disgppointment within Germany,
These are all factors that serve
to strengthen confidence and such
hopes are beyond question an im-
portant factor in the hopefulness
displayed in high financial cireles,
